She left her dock at the foot of 
Kent Street, Greenpoint, with a cargo 
for Turkey and.-Mediterranean ports.

Coming up stream was the Western 
Plains, and the two ships came together 
head-on, although Captain Boesch; ‘as 
goon as he discovered his vessel was in 
distress, signaled the .other craft and 
whistled for tugs.
